Wow, it has been a chaotic two weeks for me, a roller coaster of emotions, as I 
moved from oh crap, to here am I, send me. Lord! After my announcement 
last weekend, that I would be leaving Our Lady of the Black Hills parish at the 
end of July and becoming the administrator of St. John's the Evangelist parish 
in Ft. Pierre, several people asked why me? My response is because the 
invitation came to me, through the eyes and ears of the Diocesan Consultors. 

At first, I was not at peace about the thought of leaving the parish that I have 
come to love dearly after nine years of walking with you in our discipleship of 
Christ. However, the more I prayed and visited with others the more clearly I 
was able to hear the Lord's voice, like that of the prophet Isaiah "Then I heard 
the voice of the Lord saying, "Whom shall I send? Who will go for us?" "Here I 
am," I said; "send me!" (Isaiah 6.8) 

As I mentioned last week, the book I read during my mission trip to 
Honduras, with the students of St. Thomas More High School this April, by 
Mother Teresa, Where there is Love, there is God, brought even greater peace to 
my heart as I came to adore the Lord in the Blessed Sacrament. Mother Teresa 
said: "Just put yourself in front of the tabernacle. Don't let anything disturb 
you. Here your own name and say "I thirst." I thirst for purity, I thirst for 
poverty, I thirst for obedience, I thirst for that wholehearted love, I thirst for 
that total surrender." 

This was an epiphany moment for me as I felt the Lord's presence inviting me 
to journey with the people of St. John's the Evangelist parish in Ft. Pierre, in 
this moment in time. The greatest gift we have that comes from God our 
Creator is a gift of life and free will. The Lord does not make us do anything 
against our own wills, but simply invites us into a conversation in which we 
have a choice to say yes or no. This time I said yes to do the will of Christ, and 
have found great peace. 

My last weekend in the parish will be Saturday, July 30 th and Sunday 31 st , at 
which time we will have an opportunity to affirm our walk together in Christ 
after each of the liturgies. On Saturday evening, July 30 th , we will have our 
OLBH SummerFest on the Green.
